Treasure Trove Is Revealed on Canadian 


Farm.

view on John MeEwen's farm, on the 
Canadian side of the 51. Lawrence, river. 
Six pie<~ea of silver flew from the horse's 
hoof when the animal was being driven 
acros? a field. The driver jumped into 
the. horse's tracks and. digging with his 
Iinnds. turned up Io2 coins—three Span- 
ish piece?, one British, one five-franc 
piece and 143 United States half dollars 
By English law treasure trove goes to 
the, town, so the coins have-ocen turned 
over to the police. They date from IS05 
to 1S2R. and they were found buried in 
straight row? standing on edge, onh 
three inches under ground.

Tabulations just completed by County Auditor Cal- 


vin H. Brown show that up to this time 14,057 Allen 
county voters have registered under the new law at the 
May and September dates provided for that purpose.

AVashington, Sept. 10.—Indiana farmers 
who are growing apples for the general 
market will be interested to know, if 
they do not already, that the congress, 
just before the end of the recent sesson, 
passed a law fixing a standard • barre' 
in which apples are to be shipped in in- 
terstate commerce and standard grades 
for apples when packed in barrels. 


The standard fixed for an apple barrel 


is as follows: 


Lengthlof stave, 281/2 inches; diameter 


of head. 17'/5 inches; distance between 
heads, 26 inches: circumference of bulge, 


Grades for Apples. 


The standard grades for njjples when 


mcked'in barrels for shipment in inter- 
state commerce are defined as follows: 


Apples of one variety which are \vell 


*rown specimens, hand-picked, of good 
color for the variety, normal shape, prac- 
tically free from insects and fungus in- 
jury, bruises and other defects, except 
such as are necessarily caused in the op- 
eration of packing, or apples of one va- 
riety which are not more than 10 per 
cent, below the specifications, are to be 
labeled "standard grade, minimum size, 
two and one-half inches," if the mini- 
mum size of the apples is two and one- 
half 
inches in transverse diameter; 


"standard grade, minimum size, two and 
one-fourth inches," if the minimum size 
of the apples is two 
and 
one-fourth 


inches in transverse diameter; or "atan 
dard grade, minimum size, two inches," 
if the minimum size of the apples is two 
inches in transverse diameter. 


Chance for Fractions. 


The new law provides that barrels 


packed wtih apples for shipment in in- 
terstate commerce shall be deemed to be 
below standard if the barrel bears any 
statement, design or device indicating 
.that the barrel is a standard barrel ol 
apples, and the capacity of the barre1 
is less than the capacity which this

ples contained therein are

jrade, and the apples, when packed, do 
not conform to what the federal govern- 
ment says shall constitute a standard 
grade. • 


Penalty on Each Barrel. 


2. If the barrel bears any statement, 


design or device indicating that the ap- 
ples contained therein 
are 
standard 


grade and the barrel fails to bear also 
a statement of the rame of the variety, 
the name of the locality whifre grown, 
the name of the packers or the persons 
by whose authority the 
apples 
were 


packed and the barrel marked. 


A penalty of SI a barrel is fixed for a 


violation of the law. In order that ap- 
ple growers may be prepared to conform 
to the law. the act is not to go into ef- 
fect until the first day of next July. In 
other words, it does not apply to this 
year's apple crop.

AT MEETING TUESDAY 


The Presbytery of Fort Wayne, which 


embraces the congregations of the Pres1- 
byterhin denomination in the counties of 
Northeastern Indiana, will hold its semi 
annual meeting at the 
First Phesby- 


terian church in this city the fore part 
of next week, commencing on Monday 
evening »nd continuing through Tues- 


ay, forenoon and 
afternoon sessions 


wing held. 
The meeting will bring to 


rort Wayne thirty-seven ministers of 
he denomination and nearly that riiim- 
)er of lay delegates. 


Pome matters of great importance and 


nterest are programmed to come before 
the presbytery, one of which is the 
overtures submitted by the past general 
assembly, which met at Louisville, Ky., 
to the various presbyterial bodies in 
reference to the federation of churches. 
These overtures fiivor an organic union 
in many places of th" churrhes of dif- 
ferent denominations—that is the forma- 
tion of one church, or congregation, from 
two, three or more churches in that lo- 
cality—the purpose being to make it 
more- prosperous and effective by the 
reduction of. church 
machinery 
and 


equipment. 


Under its working there would be 


fewer pastors 
required, 
fewer church 


buildings, and less expense to the in- 
dividual member?, wbile each would have 
his or her denominational belief. 
The 


preamble to the overtures concerning 
this union, or 
federation of churches, 


proposed is. in part, as follows: 


Favor Federation. 


"In many of our fields the Christian 


forces are needlessly divided as to mem- 
bership and work, e.n that there is a 
serious overlapping nnd ivaste of men, 
monfly and labor. This is certainly re 
phrehensible. from 
the. standpoint of 


even' fact that bears on the perpetuity 
of the church of Christ, and pernicious 
in KO far as it is a handicap to evan 
gelistic and missionary effort. Tn many 
places a union of churches is desired, but 
as yet there is no bond of union under 
which such an association can he formed. 
Some form of organization should be 
devised that will give to such body of 
worshippers more than an affiliated re- 
lationship to the larger bodies of which 
they form a.part, and from which they 
are willing to be partially separated. 


"While it is not possible to foresee I 


all the things that will appear necessary 
in order to effect an adjustment of our 
present machinery, to'form an organic 
or 
spiritual 
union, we 
believe 
the 


Presbyterian church in the United States 
of America, is ready to take the first 
step in that direction and leave the 
further development of the plan to the 
direction of the Holy Spirit and to the 
wisdom of those 
persons 
into whose 


hands the future work inay fall."

given to Presbyterian organizations to 
form such an interdenominational union; 
such bodies, if not' in conflict ..with
